Just don’t expect Mitt Romney 
and President Obama to embrace 
their elite status. In a campaign 
year when populism sells, they 
are trying to stick the rich guy 
label on each other, making clear 
that being wealthy and privileged 
is not necessarily a political asset 
when you’re running for president 
in this uncertain economy. 

President Obama, traveling to 
battieground Florida, opened a new 
push by Democrats on Tuesday 
to increase taxes on millionaires, 
emphasizing a fight with Repub- 


licans. The proposal stands little 
chance of passing in Congress but 
serves as a stark general election 
contrast with Romney. 

“We’ve got to choose which 
direction we want this country to 
go,” Obama told a boisterous audi- 
ence of students at Florida Atlan- 
tic University. Obama is pitching 
the “Buffett rule,” named after bil- 
lionaire investor Warren Buffett, 
which proposes that people earn- 


ing at least $1 million annually — 
whether in salary or investments 
— should pay at least 30 percent 
of their income in taxes. 

Romney, who opposes the plan, 
has faced withering criticism from 
Democrats who try to paint him as 
a ruthless financier who has paid 
lower tax rates unavailable to typ- 
ical middle class families. 

Romney campaign spokeswom- 
an Gail Gitcho said Obama was the 


“first president in history to open- 
ly campaign for re-election on a 
platform of higher taxes,” and the 
Republican National Committee 
called the idea of higher taxes on 
millionaires a “political distrac- 
tion” that would do little to cure 
the nation’s debt problem.

Increase in Thefts 

Major U.S. cities have been reporting increases in smartphone thefts as 
criminals steal devices to resell as part of sophisticated operations. Officials 
say that cellphones are now taken in 38 percent of all robberies in Washington, 
and more than 40 percent of robberies in New York City involve phones. Many of 
the robberies result in serious injury and some end in death, police say. (ap) 


Washington 

Major wireless service companies 
have agreed to disable cell phones 
after they are reported stolen under 
a strategy intended to deter the theft 
and resale of wireless devices. 

The system announced Tuesday 
relies on a centralized database that 
officials hope to be operating with- 
in six months. The database will 
record smartphones’ unique iden- 
tifying numbers. That way, wire- 
less carriers that receive a report 
of a stolen smartphone will be able 
to recognize the device and block 
it from being used again. 

“We’re sending a message to 
consumers that we’ve got your back 
and a message to criminals that 
we’re cracking down on the sto- 


len phone” market, Federal Com- 
munications Commission Chair- 
man Julius Genachowski said in 
announcing the new strategy with 
several big-city police chiefs and a 
wireless industry representative. 

Cell phone carriers covering 
roughly 90 percent of U.S. sub- 
scribers are participating, the 
FCC said. 

The goal is to render stolen 
cell phones useless, drying up the 


market for them and removing the 
incentive to steal them. 

“What we’re announcing here 
today will make a stolen cell phone 
about as worthless as an empty 
wallet,” said Sen. Charles Schumer, 
who called smartphones “catnip for 
criminals” because the}^ re valuable, 
exposed and easy to steal. 

Officials wouldn’t say how 
much the initiative would cost.

Politician suspended 
as wife is suspected 
of murdering Briton 

Beijing 

A flamboyant and telegenic poli- 
tician who until recently seemed 
destined for the top ranks of Chi- 
na’s leadership was stripped of his 
most powerful posts on Tuesday 
and his wife named in the mur- 
der of a British businessman as 
Chinese leaders moved to stem a 
scandal that has exposed divisive 
infighting. 

Announcements carried by 
state media said Bo Xilai, the for- 
mer the party chief of Chongqing, 
has been suspended from the par- 
ty’s 25-member Politburo and the 
larger Central Committee on sus- 
picion of involvement in “serious 


discipline violations.” 

Bo’s wife, Gu Kailai, is being 
investigated for intentional homi- 
cide of Briton Neil Hey wood, who 
died in November in Chongqing, 
the Xinhua News Agency said. 

Bo is the most senior Chinese 
leader to be suspended from the 
Politburo in six years. His pub- 
licity-seeking ways angered some 
in the top leadership, however. In 


recent weeks, allegations of Bo’s 
and his family’s misdeeds leaked 
into public view, threatening to 
complicate preparations by the 
leadership for a delicate, once-a- 
decade transition to younger lead- 
ers at a congress later this year. 

“This means the political career 
of Bo Xilai is over,” said Cheng Li 
of the Brookings Institution in 
Washington. 


The recent allegations that Hey- 
wood had been murdered, Xin- 
hua reported, prompted Chinese 
authorities to reinvestigate. 

Heywood’s death in November 
was initially blamed on excessive 
drinking, something friends of his 
have said he was not known to do. 
While the British government had 
not sought an investigation, it wel- 
comed the new probe. 

Bo’s removal now raises ques- 
tions about what had looked like a 
smooth transition to new leaders 
when President Hu Jintao and most 
other members of the current Polit- 
buro Standing Committee begin 
stepping down later this year.

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Egyptian Court Suspends 
Constitution Committee 


Cairo 

An Egyptian court on Tuesday sus- 
pended a lOO-member panel select- 
ed by lawmakers from the Islamist- 
dominated parliament and tasked 
with drafting the country’s new 
constitution. 

The ruling was a blow to the 
Islamists, who have catapulted 
into the center of Egypt’s political 
stage since the ouster 14 months 
ago of longtime authoritarian lead- 
er Hosni Mubarak. It followed com- 
plaints by political groups, secular 
politicians and experts over parlia- 
ment’s decision to give lawmakers 
half the seats on the panel. 


Islamist lawmakers, combined 
with like-minded individuals select- 
ed from outside parliament, ended 
up with more than 60 seats on the 
panel. But about two dozen mem- 
bers of the committee — many of 
them from liberal groups that engi- 
neered the anti-Mubarak uprising 
— have quit the committee, protest- 
ing the selection process. More have 
threatened to walk out, saying the 
dispute will cast a shadow on the 
constitution’s legitimacy. 

In its verdict Tuesday, the Cairo

Wheaton Set for Overhaul 


Montgomery County 
Council OKs plan for 
project above bus bays 


Development 

The Montgomery County Council 
on Tuesday voted unanimously for 
a plan to build a new headquarters 
for the Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
in downtown Wheaton — part of 
a broader effort to jump-start the 
revitalization of a diverse commu- 
nity that has long sought an eco- 
nomic boost. 

The vote came despite efforts 
by County Executive Isiah Leggett 
and his staff to lobby the council to 
support a more ambitious plan to 
build as many as three office build- 
ings and a hotel on top of a plat- 
form to be built above the Metro 
bus bays. Council members said 
they thought the plan to build new 
offices for the park and planning 
commission at Reedie Drive and 
Grandview Avenue would be the 
fastest — and least risky — way 
to bring more people to Wheaton’s 
downtown. 

“We are going to make some- 
thing happen faster that is real, 
that is boots on the ground, that 
is not speculative,” Council presi- 
dent Roger Berliner said. “This is 
a good day for Wheaton.”

The amount of the plan the Mont- 
gomery County Council approved, 
which includes $2.5 million to build 
a town square to give residents in 
Wheaton a place to gather, (twp) 


The council and Leggett have 
been at odds over the best strate- 
gy for revitalizing Wheaton’s aging 
downtown. 

Leggett’s staff argued that 
his plan was more cost effective. 
Under Leggett’s plan, the county 
would spend about $42 million — 
$39.5 million to build a platform 
above the Metro bus bays to accom- 
modate the offices and hotel and 


$2.5 million to pay for a town 
square to be built on a parking lot 
at Reedie Drive and Grandview 
Avenue. However, developer B.F. 
Saul might contribute as much as 
$250 million to build other ele- 
ments of the project, said David 
Disc, director of the county’s office 
of general services. 

The price tag might increase to 
$89 million if the county opted to 
buy rather than lease office space, 
he added. 

“We’re aware of the grand 
future of Wheaton,” said Coun- 
cil member Nancy Floreen, D-At 
Large. “I have no reason to believe 
that the private sector won’t con- 
tinue to be very interested in this.”

Two Maryland teachers and a 
school office worker who pooled 
their money to buy lottery tickets 
and call themselves “The Three 
Amigos,” won the record-break- 
ing Mega Millions jackpot and will 
split the $105 million prize, lottery 
officials said Tuesday. 


Stephen Martino, the state’s 
lottery director, said that the trio 
— one of whom is a frequent lot- 
tery player, one of whom is an 
occasional scratch player, and 
one who virtually never plays the 
lotto — each contributed $20 and 
bought 60 tickets from three dif- 
ferent locations.

Santorum Steps Back 


GOP hopeful drops his bid, removing 
the last major threat in Romney’s way 


Gettysburg, Pa. 

Rick Santorum cleared the way for 
Mitt Romney to claim victory in the 
long and hard-fought battle for the 
Republican presidential nomination 
Tuesday, giving up his “against all 
odds” campaign as Romney’s tena- 
cious conservative rival. 

Santorum’s withdrawal sets up 
what is sure to be an acrimonious 
seven-month fight for the presidency 
between Romney, the former 
Massachusetts governor, and 
President Obama, with the certain 
focus on the still-troubled economy. 

“This game is a long, long, long 
way from over,” Santorum said as he 
bowed out of the contest with Romney. 
“We are going to continue to go out 
there and fight to make sure that we 
defeat President Barack Obama.” 

Santorum’s withdrawal came 
after he had fallen hopelessly behind 


Romney in the race for GOP delegates. 
And he risked an embarrassing loss in 
his home state of Pennsylvania if he 
stuck around for its April 24 primary. 
Polls indicated his once-strong lead 
was slipping away in Pennsylvania, 
which ousted Santorum from 
the Senate in a rout in 
2006. Many voters there 
still remember him 
unfavorably. 

His presence in the 
race pushed to the fore 
polarizing social issues, 
such as abortion and 
birth control access, that 
many in the party preferred 
not to delve into as the GOP prepared 
to court independent voters in the 
general election. Though he accused 
the media of unfairly focusing on 
that part of his campaign, Santorum 
was unapologetic about taking on 
such issues. 


“We did focus a lot, yes, on the 
families and on the dignity of human 
life and on the moral enterprise 
that is America,” he said Tuesday in 
Gettysburg, Pa., as he announced his 
decision to suspend his campaign. 

He added: “We were winning 
in a very different way because 
we were touching hearts. We were 
raising issues that, well, frankly, a 
lot of people didn’t want to have 
raised.” 

As it became obvious 
he couldn’t triumph 
in the primaries and 
caucuses, Santorum 
began talking of an 
unorthodox strategy of 
stealing the nomination 
away from a weakened 
Romney at a divided 
Republican National Convention. 

Santorum argued that the 
delegates would embrace him as the 
true conservative in the race, though 
most are being sent to the convention 
by voters who chose Romney. 

On Tuesday, Santorum avoided

mentioning Romney, who has been 
the front-runner for months and 
was far ahead in the race for the 
1,144 delegates needed to clinch the 
nomination in August. 

In a recent interview, Santorum 
even said he was open to the 
possibility of becoming Romney’s 
running mate. Still, he seems an 
unlikely choice for Romney. 

Santorum likes to compare himself 
to President Ronald Reagan, a fellow 
conservative who happens to have 
lost his own first bid for the party’s 
nomination before a landslide victory 
four years later. The comparison 
suggests Santorum might expect 
better chances for himself in 2016, 
should Obama win re-election. 

Santorum’s exit doesn’t greatly 
change Obama’s calculus. The 
president and his campaign have been 
expecting to face Romney all along 
and have already been targeting him. 
Yet the departure of Romney’s chief 
GOP rival means this is the point 
where the Obama campaign will 
engage even more heavily, (ap)

Chastened Miami Marlins man- 
ager Ozzie Guillen sat alone at a 
podium and began in Spanish, 
then halted in the middle of a sen- 
tence when his voice wavered. He 
took a sip of water and cleared his 
throat, then continued. 

Suspended for five games Tues- 
day because of his comments laud- 
ing Fidel Castro, Guillen again 
apologized and said he’ll do what- 
ever he can to repair relations with 
Cuban-Americans angered by the 
remarks. 

“I’m very sorry about the prob- 
lem, what happened,” said Guil- 
len, who is only five games into his 
tenure with the Marlins. “I will do 
everything in my power to make 
it better. ... I know it’s going to be 


a very bumpy ride.” 

The suspension by the team 
takes effect immediately. It was 
announced shortly before Guillen 
held a news conference to explain 
what he said. 

Guillen, a 48-year-old Venezu- 
elan, told Time magazine he loves 
Castro and respects the retired 
Cuban leader for staying in power 
so long. In response, at least two 
local officials said Guillen should 
lose his job. 

At the news conference, Guil- 
len said his comments were mis- 
interpreted by the reporter, and 
that he doesn’t love or admire the 
dictator. 

“I was saying I cannot believe 
somebody who hurt so many people 
over the years is still alive,” Guillen 
said at the news conference. 

There was no immediate 
response to an Associated Press 
request for comment from gov- 
ernment and sports officials in 
Cuba.

Comedy in Reverse 


When I visited Los Angeles in 
February, I was at a connedy show a 
few hours after landing. Jet-lagged 
and groggy, I sat on stage at the 
Upright Citizens Brigade Theatre, 
struggling to stay awake. 

Then Moshe Kasher canne out to 
do 10 nninutes of stand-up. He talked 
about how both his parents were 
deaf, and he told a 
particularly hilarious 
story about blowing all 
his bar mitzvah nnoney 
— $1,500 — on a phone 
sex bill. Even though I 
was reaching the point 
of visual hallucination, 
his set stuck with me. 
Two nights later, I saw him again, and 
he said he had a memoir coming out. 

“Kasher in the Rye," about how he 
became a drug addict, criminal and 
mental patient before turning 16, is 
a humorous account of a miserable 
childhood. (Kasher, 32, is sober now.) 

Seventy pages in, he tells the 
phone sex story, which made me 
wonder if he took his act and turned it 
into the book.

“What you saw 
that night is the beginning of my 
reverse engineering of this book into 
my stand-up act." It's a fascinating 
concept, and considering the subject 
matter, he likely won't be running out 
of new material anytime soon.

Naysayers’ Ammo

Just a few years ago, Hollywood 
filmmakers and moguls could be 
seen on the hustings, going city to 
city trying to convince critics, media 
reporters and theater owners that 
3-D would save a floundering movie 
industry. How better to coax audi- 
ences out of their home entertain- 
ment centers than with a souped-up 
visual experience they could have 
only in theaters — at a nearly 50 
percent markup on the ticket price? 
Their refrain was so redolent of the 
1950s it was difficult to believe they 
were speaking in the 21st century: 
3-D! It’s the future! 

If 3-D is the future. I’m over it. 

No evangelist was more pas- 
sionate than DreamWorks Anima- 
tion chief Jeffrey Katzenberg, who

stopped by Washington some years 
ago on his 3-D crusade. With high- 
end production and presentation 
values, he argued, 3-D was on the 
verge of becoming as subtle and 
essential a filmmaking element as 
cinematography and music. 

Katzenberg has been proved 
both right and wrong in the ensu- 
ing years. He was correct about the 
recent onslaught of 3-D movies. His 
more grandiose point — that 3-D 
would migrate from being a cheap 
stunt to a legitimate part of cine- 
matic grammar — has had more 
trouble finding purchase, although 
some recent films have admitted- 
ly used it to subtle, expressive and 
exhilarating effect. 

Still, whether as a commercial

lifeboat for a movie industry desper- 
ate to get tushies in theater seats or 
as a simple aesthetic element, the 
all-important third dimension quite 
simply has not lived up to Katzen- 
berg’s evangelical zeal. That sober- 
ing reality was driven home over the 
past few weeks when two movies — 
coming from opposed poles of the 
cinematic spectrum — tried and 
failed to make 3-D work. 

“Wrath of the Titans” arrived 
in part as penance for “Clash of 
the Titans,” the disastrously cheap- 
looking 2010 swords-and-sandals 
adventure that had been sloppi- 
ly converted into 3-D. This year’s 
sequel at least had the benefit of 
being filmed in 3-D. But, aside from 
an odd serpent biting through the 
screen, the benefits of the effect 
were negligible. 

“Titanic,” James Cameron’s 1997 
action-adventure-romance-nauti- 
cal-biopic, celebrated its 15th anni- 
versary with the filmmaker taking 
it in for a 3-D reboot, with simi- 
larly moot results. Seeing “Titan- 
ic” in 3-D makes the experience 
no more immediate or envelop- 
ing than the original; if anything, 
the glasses give viewers more dis- 
tance from the events they experi- 
enced so intimately and vicarious- 
ly in the first place. 

As an element of style, 3-D has 
gotten cooler. But it’s also lost its 
heat, taking on formal serious- 
ness at the expense of fun. Consid- 
er: This year, not only will we see 
Spider-Man and Katy Perry in 3-D 
but “The Great Gatsby” as well, sug- 
gesting that spectators may need a 
dose of Dramamine before they’re 
borne back ceaselessly into the past.

Agrarian art 

Luo Zhongli became one of the country’s most celebrated artists for his depictions of farmers, 
but his ongoing retrospective reveals stylistic changes that divide critics, Zhang Zixuan reports.

lips. His 
eyes 
exude 

worry and exhaustion. 
Gullied wrinkles carve 
his swarthy face, 
carrying beads of sweat 
that are about to fall. 
The tea in the bowl his 
rough hands hold has 
become turbid. 

The Super Realistic image 
of a traditional Chinese farmer 
was painted in a Sichuan Fine 
Arts Institute dorm during the 
summer vacation of 1980. Luo 
Zhongli, then a junior, didn’t 
expect his painting named 
Father would win gold at the 
coming Second National Youth 
Art Exhibition, and eventually 
become a milestone in Chinese 
modern art history. Nor did he 
anticipate the controversy that 
would swirl around the work 
after its debut. 

The residue of the “cultural 
revolution” (1966-76) still 
remained in the early 1980s. 

One accusation said Luo’s 
painting “smeared the image 
of laborers”. More vitally, this 
old farmer’s face was rendered 
as large as the portraits of 
Chairman Mao Zedong from 
that time. 

“My core was the concept 
shift — the time of God has 
passed, and here comes the 
time of man, upon whom our 
livelihoods really depend,” Luo 
explains. 

More than 800 people voted 
for Father— 700 votes more 
than the second-place winner 
received. 

“For the first time, a painting 


featured the true color of 
laboring people, who used to 
be only painted in a bright way,” 
critic Shao Dazhen said. 

“It was a breakthrough in 
social ideology.” 

But that was more than 
three decades ago. Modern 
life has made Father's time 
unimaginable. Still, Luo 


portrays farmers. 

More than 60 of his works 
were on exhibition at the 20 
Years of Glory — Mountain 
Art Foundation Collection of 
Sichuan Fine Arts Institute, 
nearly occupying the entire Hall 
No 1 of National Art Museum of 
China. 

These works include his 


representative pieces, such 
as Sky and Spring Silkworms, 
which are contemporaneous 
with Father. There are also 40 
pieces from the Flometown 
Series created from the 1980s 
until the early 1990s. 

A larger retrospective solo 
exhibition of his work will run 
at Taipei’s National Museum of 


History from April 19 to June 
3. It will show more than 100 
artworks collected by Taiwan’s 
Mountain Art Foundation since 
1978 and several recent oil 
paintings and sculptures Luo 
personally provided. 

“This will be Luo’s most 
comprehensive retrospective,” 
Mountain Art Foundation’s 
President Lin Ming-che says. 

Farmers are the subject of all 
the works. 

“The subject is infused in my 
blood,” Luo says. 

The 64-year-old lived in rural 
Chongqing’s Daba Mountains 
for 10 years before getting into 
the Sichuan Fine Arts Institute 
in 1977, when universities 
reopened after the “cultural 
revolution”. 

The urban native still recalls 
what he saw when he arrived 
in the rural areas for “re- 
education”. One striking scene 
was when the farmers took 
in the arrivals from the urban 
areas one by one. 

“The torches and oil lamps 
they were holding looked like 
sparks scattered across the 
Daba Mountains’ terraced 
fields,” Luo recalled. 

“It was a silent, slow-motion 
fairytale.” 

Oil lamps and torches often 
appear in his works and have 
become something akin to his 
signature. 

Luo also remembers 
the farmers’ pureness and 
diligence. The patriarch of the 
family that lodged him served 
as the inspiration for Father. 

The work’s composition was 
inspired by the spontaneous 
underground exhibition Weed in 
1980, which set a precedent for 
the Scar Art School. 

“We were excited yet blind

and full of doubt about China’s 
future development,” Luo 
recalled. 

At Weed, Luo and his 
schoolmates first expressed 
thoughts about the “cultural 
revolution”, by using vanguard 
subjects and strokes that 
orthodox institutes would not 
then recognize. 

In one work, Luo portrayed 
a man painting nude in a room 
with sealed doors and windows. 
Another showed an ambulance 
running into a bloodied 
pedestrian. 

Luo’s former roommate 
Zhang Xiaogang, now a leading 
artist, described Luo as “the 
earliest avant-garde in our 
class”. 

“We were in a period of social 
transformation,” Luo said. “The 
old ideology had been proven 
wrong. But a new one hadn’t 
yet formed.” 

Father's rendering is Super 
Realistic, but Luo called it an 
“exception”. 

“My passion was Chinese ink 
painting,” Luo said. “Although 
I majored in oil painting, I was 
never the best at it.” 

He said Father was meant to 
be his last stand for oil painting 
to prove to his classmates he 
could paint as realistically as 
they did. 

“The technique of Father can 
be accomplished by many well- 
trained painters today,” he said. 

“But what can’t be 
reproduced is the specific time 
background. I got lucky.” 

He abandoned Realistic

paintings with political 
messages in the 1980s. 

“They were not the real Luo 
Zhongli,” Luo said. 

“But they were real parts of 
Luo Zhongli. I have achieved 
success and no longer bear 
the financial burdens I used to. 
What matters is to return to the 
original passion of painting.” 

He kept farmers as his 
subject matter but switched 
to more Figurative and 
Expressionist styles. His 
interest in calligraphy and line 
drawing also led to new ways of 
using lines in his works. 

But many fans who adored 
Luo’s Realistic works were 
disappointed. However, Luo 
said his style has become more 
sophisticated. 

“The changes in my painting 
style adhere to a continuous 
arc that can be understood by 
professionals,” Luo said. 

“But the country’s 
incomplete art education 
unfortunately interrupts 
ordinary viewers’ appreciation 
and goes beyond the ability to 
judge whether something is like 
or unlike something.” 

Luo has been his alma 
mater’s president for 14 years 
and believes this role has taken 
too much time from painting. 
But it provides a higher-level 
understanding of art education. 

Luo values students’ 
independent creativities as 
much as their mastery of basic 
techniques. This has remained 
the school’s tradition since he 
was a student there, he said.

He also strives to provide 
better creation environments, 
so works like Fatherwill not 
again have to be produced in 
crowded and messy dorms. 

In 2000, he bought a 
6,000-square-meter former 
military tank warehouse and 
renovated it into art studios. 

A 54,000-sq-m art zone 
has opened on the school’s 
new campus. Any artist who 
has dreams can apply for an 
independent studio. 

As the dean of Chinese 
Academy of Contemporary 
Art, Luo plans to publish a 
thorough documentation of 
contemporary Chinese art in 
three or four years. 

He hopes the country 
will have its own National 
Contemporary Art Museum by 
then. 

Luo still carries pens and 
paper wherever he goes and 
constantly sketches. His 
studio’s light is the last to go off 
at night. 

“Just like someone who 
is addicted to smoking or 
drinking, I am addicted to 
painting without purpose or 
pressure,” he said. 

The artist visits the Daba 
Mountain area every year to 
seek inspiration. 

His namesake art museum 
is under construction in 
Chongqing. When it’s done, 

Luo hopes to provide a 
comprehensive demonstration 
of his creations. 

“Good or bad,” he said, “this is 
Luo Zhongli.”

Face to face with 
portrait paintings 

The exhibition Face at 
Shanghai’s Minsheng Art Museum 
features portrait paintings by 75 
contemporary Chinese artists. 

The show, 
curator Guo 
Xiaoli says, 
presents an 
evolution of 
contemporary 
portrait 
painting. 

Master 
artists from 
the 1980s, such as Luo Zhongli, 
1990s’ representatives, such as 
Fang Lijun, Wang Guangyi and 
Liu Xiaodong, as well as a new 
generation of artists emerging 
after 2000 are all featured. Each 
presents signature styles and 
distinctive ideas. 

Those attending will note 
that quite a few artists show off 
self-portraits and portraits of 
fellow artists. These works are 
particularly humorous, expressive 
and interesting. 

One of the artists, Zhu Jia, gets 
a whole exhibition hall for his 
works. Zhu asked more than 40 
fellow artists to create paintings 
based on the profile photograph 
of Mark Zuckerberg, creator of 
Facebook. Some have presented 
words with a touch of satire or 
mischief, and Zhu presents them 
anonymously. People familiar with 
the contemporary Chinese art 
scene may find it interesting to 


play the game of deciphering who 
did which.

After a much-needed 
break, Raitt returns 
with ‘Slipstream,' her 
first album in 7 years

Bonnie Raitt had been thinking 
about working with Grammy-win- 
ning producer Joe Henry for years. 
And Henry had been kicking around 
the idea of reaching out to the Rock 
and Roll Hall of Fame member 
whose voice he’s adored forever. 

It wasn’t until mutual friend 
Allen Toussaint made a cosmic 
connection that the two finally got 
together, launching Raitt on the 
journey to “Slipstream,” her first 
new album in seven years. Dur- 
ing a recording session with Aaron 
Neville, Toussaint coyly suggested 
that Henry work with Raitt in the 
future. And when Toussaint speaks, 
Henry listens. 

“He’s not like anybody else on 
this earth,” Henry says. “He’s like 
Yoda.” The producer called the per- 
former shortly thereafter and, as 
Toussaint suspected, the chemis- 
try between Raitt and Henry was 
dynamite. 

“I was about a month away from 
thinking of calling and I got the con- 
tact from my office saying Joe wants 
to speak to you,” Raitt says. “And I

just thought it was so synchronis- 
tic. It was one of those really great 
times, a really great phone call.” 

That conversation led to sever- 
al more and a flurry of emails, and 


eventually an invitation to come 
to Henry’s home studio in the Los 
Angeles area, where both live. 

Henry’s invite came after a long 
period of relative inactivity for Raitt, 
62. She’d lost her parents, her broth- 
er and a close friend over a five-year 
period that included the release of 
her last album, 2005’s “Souls Alike.” 
So she took a break. After two years 
of little more than the occasional

show, she began missing the road. 
But she didn’t think she was ready 
to put the energy into the record- 
ing and promotional work neces- 
sary to produce an album. 

So she really didn’t have elabo- 
rate expectations when she joined 
Henry. They thought they’d spend a 
few days on a handful of songs, but 
after three days, they had nine. “It 
was like the pilot light was on, but he 
turned the gas up,” Raitt says. 

They emerged from those ses- 
sions with four new cuts for the 
album — Henry compositions “God 
Only Knows” and “You Can’t Fail 
Me Now” (co-written with Loudon 
Wainwright III) and the Bob Dylan 
covers “Million Miles” and “Stand- 
ing in the Doorway.” And Raitt 
emerged aflame with the need to 
pull her touring band together to 
cut more tracks. 

“I just kept going,” Raitt says. “It 
was just like someone put the pad- 
dles on your heart and said. Wel- 
come back.’”
